Petroleum at Orowsa Nest, 


Dr. Selwyn, director of the geological 
survey, has returned to Ottawa from a visit 
to the Crow's Nest Pass, whither he went to 
investigate the petroleum deposits there. 
Dr. Selwyn says he saw oil in various parts 
of that region. ** In some places,” he says. 
* | saw it coming np out of the rocks, and 
in others I scooped several samples with my 
hands off the waters, whither it hal flowed 
from the rocks. I have not assayed these 
‘samples yet, but from a general test I tind 

the quality to beexcellent. Asto the quan- 
tity and value of the discovery, from a mer- 
cantile point off view, Iam yet unable to 
| speak. While the oil is flowing in consider.
